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May it please the Tribunal, 
Before commencing the presentation of evidence in regard to the heavy 
guilt of the Defendants in regard to the persons who becane prisoners of 


war of the German army, I consider it essential to rake a few brief rerarks,. 


4S carly as the end of the last century, the Hague Convention of 1899 


established certain rules regulating the richts and responsibilities of the 
belligerents in regard to prisoners of war, 

In pursuance of the provisions of the Convention of 1899, a nunber of 
States drew up the necessary instructions concerning the treatment of prison- 
ers of ware I would like to cite 3 or 4 sentances taken from such instruct- 
ions; 

"The exclusive ain of the military plan is to prevent the further 
participation of prisoners in the war, 

4 state ray do everything necessary for the holding of prisoners, 
but nothing more,.." 

"Prisoners of wer way be employed to perform moderate work in con- 
formity with their social position... 

In any case, such work must not be detrimental to health and must 
not be of a humiliating nature. It rust not contribute directly to 
militery operations against the native country of the prisoners es» 

Prisoners of war lose their freedom but retain their rights, In 
other words military confinement is not an act of mercy on the part of 
the captor, but the right of a disarmed person," 

It my surprise you to learn that the cited instructions are those 

by the German General Staff in 1902, three years after the Hague 


Convention. 
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2, 
Ihe principle of humane treatment of prisoners and wounded service- 
men was further developed in the Hague Convention of 1907, and the Geneva 
Convention of 1929, 
Germany's adherence to these conventions found some reflection in the 


Gerran Law regerding war-time military courts, I have in wind the German 


Law of 17 august 1938 and, in particular, section "e", paragraphs 73 and 


75 which contain direct reference to the Convention of 1929. That was at 
& tine when Hitlerite Germany had already begun tho exectuion of her aggros- 
sive plans, 

4S the Tribunal will remember, tho 23 Article of the Hague Convention 
of 1907 8+ 

"a. it is forbildon...to kill or wound an enemy who, having laid 
down his arms and possessing no means of defonce, has unconditionally 
surrendered," 

It cannot bo said thet tho brief code of tho laws of war, which VOS; 
in fact, dre: m up at the Hague and Gonova,enocurpassod tho whole range of 
questions related to the laws of vor. The authors of theso docurents had, 
therefore, inserted tho following: proviso; 

"Until. the opportunity presents itself of issuing a more cone 

plete code of the laws of war, the High Contracting Parties (and I 

was 

would remind the Tribunal that Germany’one of them) consider it ap- 

propriate to affirm thet in cases not provided for in the rules ostab- 

lished by them, the population and the bellicerents remain safeguard ed 
by the principles of international law insofar as theso principles 
ensue from the customs, laws of humanity and dictates of public con- 
scicnee in force between civilized nations," 

I would like to emphasize that in tho Annex to the Convention on the 
Laws and Custons of Land War (Second Conference of Peace, 1907) article n 


of Chapter 2 concerning prisoners of war states as follows; 
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"Prisoners of wer remain in the custody of the enemy state and not 
of the individuals or troops which had captured then. 
They must be treated hunancly,. 
All their personal belongings, except arms, horses and wilitary 
papers, ronein in their possession," 

"Oy, therefore, bo considered definitely established that the Govorn- 
nents of a nuber of states, including Germany, had uneondi tionally recog- 
nized their obligation to ensure conditions under which prisoners of wer 
should not suffer from arbitrary actions on the pert of members of the arned 
forces of my state. 

The natural conclusion presents itself, that in cases of violations of 
this obligation the responsibility for any crime again prisoner of war 
ard especially for a definite system of crimes against the dignity, person, 

h and life of prisoners cf war, must fall on the Government of the coun- 
try which hod signed tho Convention, 

In light of the facts which I shall respectfully submit to you on the 
basis of irrefutable documents, Germany's sclcrn undertakings in regard to 
prisoners of war will appcer to bo nothing but cynical mockery of the very 
conception of treaties, law, culture and hungnity.,

personal observations of the membor of tho BAxtraordingry State 
Committce, Academician Burdenko, who 5225025113 cxamined porsons 
libcratod 580٥ Army from this camp and from tho so-called 
prison "hospital", The gencral conclusion which can be dcrived, 
is that in thc city camp of Orel, as wcll as in the other camps, 
nLitlcritcos ecrricd out physical extermination of the 1 
pcople with the methodical routine so charactcristic of the 
Germans. 

The prisoners received 200 grams of bread and a litre of 

soup, madc of rotten soya beans and stale flour, Bread was 0 
with the admixture of sawdust.'The camp administration, inclu- 


ding the doctors, treated prisoners in the most atrocious way, 


I want to quote a fow excerpts from the report of the 


Commission. I shall begin with the fifth paragraph on page 2:

"The camp comnendcr, Major hoffmenn, beat prisoners and 
foreod the hunger-exhausted persons tu unload shell and do hard 
manual labor in the stone quarries. The boots and leather shocs 
were takon away from the prisoners and wooden shocs ‘given thom 
instead. In the winter, the wooden shoos became slippery and the 
prisoncrs of war often slipped and crippled themselves in walking, 


especially when going up or down the stairs, 
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Dr. H. I. Tsvetkov, who had been an inrate of the prisoners '-of-war 
camp, testified =s follows: 


"I cen describe the attitude of the German Command toward the prisoners

-0f-wer during my stay in the Orel Cemp as one of deliberate extermination of 


manpower., The food ration which at the most equalled 700 calories, wes all 

they had under conditions of hard work, usually beyond the prisoner's strengtl. 

and led to complete exhaustion of the orgenism (Cachexia) and to death... 

"In spite of our protests and struggle against this mass murder of Soviet 
people, the German cemp doctors Kuper and Beckel, asserted thet the food was 
completely setisfectory. Moreover, they denied that the edemata or the hanger 
edema shown by meny of the prisoners, was caused by starvation, end escribed 
the condition entirely to heart or kidney troubles. The mortality in cerp: 
assumed rass proportions. ^f the total number of murdered men, three thousand 
died Of starvation and of complications produced by malnutrition. 

The prisoners lived under corditions so horrible that they almost defy 
description. . Fuel and water were completely lacking; everything was vermin 
-.infosted, the prison wards were unbeliovably overcrowded; 50 to 80 people 
being cremmed into a werd 15 tc 20 square ^ „meters large. Prisoners would 
dio five or six in each ward and the living would sleep on the dead." 

It is further said that a particularly horrible regime existed for those who 
were placed in the category of tho "recalcitrants". They were put into a special 
building, named the “death block". Tho inratos of this block were shot on schodu- 
le, five to six persons being taken every Tuesdey end Friday. During the shootings 
among other persons, the German physician Kuper was also present. 

Academician Burdenko ascertained thet in the so-called "hospital" people 
were extorminated in the seme manner as in the rest of tho campe In next to the 


last paragrerh on the third page we road: 
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35. 

"The scenes which I had to witness defy imagination, My joy at the 
sight of the liberated people was marred by the fact that thoir faces 
bore expressions of stupor. This mede me think — what is the matter he- 
re? Evidently the sufferings they had undergone erased tho distinction 
between life and death from their minds. 

I observed theso people for three days, bandaged thoir wounds whilo 
ovacuating then, but the psychological stupor remained. Somüthing similar 
could also be seen on the faces of the doctors during the first days. 

People preished in the camp from disease, starvetion, beatings, in 
the so-called "hospital" they died of wound infections, of sepsis, and 
of hunger", 

On 2 May, 1945, there wes captured in Berlin the member of the SS, 
Peul-Ludwig*Gottlieb Waldmann, He wes born 17 October, 1914, in Berlin in a 
shop-keeper!s family of Ludwig Veldrenn. As fer as he knew, up $o the time 
of his capture, his mother was living in the city of Braunschweig, Donnerbur- 
weg 0. 

He geve his personel testinony regarding the facts of mass extermination 


of the Soviet prisoners-of-wer which were known to hin. He witnessed these 


extorninetions, working as a driver in differont camps and he himself partici-

"Germans mocked the patriotic feelings of Soviet prisoners of war, 
forcing them to work on building German military works — digging tren- 
ches, erecting armour plating, garth huts ,camouflage for military me- 
chanised oquipnont. Tho Hitlerites humiliated Soviet prisoners of war, 
forcing them to kneel down in front of Gormens." 

It is noted in tho protocol that the Commission examined material evi- 
dence — instruments which were used to torture Soviet prisoners of war (a 
leather lash, a dagvor, found amongst the disarmed bodies, with the well 
-known Hitlori^e slogans: "Blut und Ehre"). 

The surroundings in which the dagger was found,give a full idea of 
what was to be understood by the German honour (Ehre) and for what blood 
(Blut) it was intondod. 

Crimes characteristic of tho Hitlerite usurpors are spoken of in the 
Extraordinary State Commission documents concerning the town of Kortch.

Kunze's next sentence makes porfectly clear the question of how and 
why these war prisoners got into the educational labor camp. He states: 

"It sooms that tho military ۲ havo left tho prisonors of 
war at the disposal of the local section in order to submit them to the 
'"spocial-rogimo" treatement". 

Allow me to breack off this sentence in tho middle now, ai like to 
repeat it in full some time later. 

We became convinced that they were directed to this camp by tho milita- 
ry authoritios, The specialist, who in this caso was doubtlessly Oborsturm- 
fuchrer SS, states that thoy were serthere specially so that they could beco- 
mo objects of the "special rogime" treatment. 

In another document (also found in this correspondenco), dated "Berdi- 
chev, 24 Dee. 1942", on tho first page of tho Russian text, wo find another 
important item. It appears that tho 78 porsons hore concerned wore remnants 
of a larger group. The SS official, Sturps charfuehrer SS Fried Knopp re- 
ports that: 

"Some of the prisoners of war wore sent away on a lorry somewhere 
near by. 

Because of the objections coming from the military authorities 


further sendings of presoners of war were discontinued."
